Cozzens, James Gould Harcourt, Brace . 
GUARD OF HONOR $3.50 


To anyone whose memory of James Gould Cozzens' earlier work is still green, it 
it welcome news that, after too long an interval, there is another book from him. Just 
as each of those books was sharply individual, so this one stands alone, on its own mer- 
its. He has done what, to most of us, would have seemed an impossible achievement. He 
has written an absorbing novel about a Florida Air Base; he has brought into sharp relief 
against the background of boredom and frustration and disappointment which most of the 


a officers assigned there felt,- the little dramas of human lives, loves, hates, jealousies; 


the competitive spirit leveled at minor goals; the interrelation of men, whose ranks are 
more or less the accident of the chance of war. The C.0., General Beal, younger than 
most of his staff, is a vital figure, torn by his friendship for a difficult junior of- 
ficer, eternally in hot water, disturbed profoundly by the necessity of playing off local 
prejudices re the color line against the directives from Washington, attempting to be 
human and at the same time the martinet military procedure demanded. The major issues 
motivate the story:- the problem of the Negro officers and the officers club; the disas- 
ter attendant on the trials of parachute jumping - and the question of blame. Nathaniel 
Hicks, in private life an important man in the magazine world, is the person through whom 
much of the story is seen - and his own private adventure with the WAC, Lieutenant Turck, 
bears evidence to the tensions, the conflicts, incidental to the artificialty of the life 
of civilians at war. Character after character comes clear- small bits as well as large. 
There's implicit in the whole the kind of drama Command Decision provided - against a 
setting that is infinitely less provocative of dramatic treatment. A long book- not 
always easy reading- with many subplots- with minor incident piled on minor incident- but 
the whole building up to an unforgettable pattern. Cozzens writes with a taut violence 
at times; and at other times with an expansive warmth - an unusual combination which 
makes for roundness of impression.

* The comparison of this epic account of the German debacle at Stalingrad to 4Ai/ 
Quiet on the Western Front is inevitable. The extraordinary thing is that it could come 
sc soon....Against a background of slow-grinding defeat and unemotionally portrayed hor- 
ror, the figures of three men weave in and out, bright threads of hope against a sense 
of slow eating doubt ending in suicidal despair,- the two grave-diggers, Gnotke and Gimpf, 
®& and the colonel, Vilshofen. The story is really one of men, and what happened to them 

r subjectively, but the strategical aspects of the story are not forgotten. The big canvas 
is shot through with short histories, vignettes, cutbacks to Berlin and little homes in 
the Rhineland. Headquarters staff officers, non-coms, privates, doctors...all move with 
the story s little while- then disappear, dead of horror, of wounds, dead by their own 
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hands, dead of dysentery, of typhus, of starvation of below zero cold. And to each is 
granted the right to live in the monstrous bubble of Hitler's dream, and to see that bub- 
ble burst, and to know they have been serving a madman. The survivors poured like a 
frozen living stream across the dreary land. Colonel Vilshofen and Gnotke walked to- 
gether. The Colonel asked himself the questions the world would ask and found the answer 
in Knotke whose heart was so warm no horror could freeze it, and in Gimpf, who, before he 
died of typhus, could tell just what horror it was that made him an automaton finding Tife 
only in Knotke's steady protection.... The book is said to have sold a million copies in 
the original German; in this fine English translation, by the Winstons, it should run to 
the same figure. Reader's appeal is limited only by the staunchness of the reader's mind. 
Here's what actually happened to the Germans, with insight into what might be possible as 
redemption. A tremendous book. Don't let it be sidetracked.

Smith, Dodie Little, Brown 
I CAPTURE THE CASTLE | $3.00 


The author of popular theatrical hits, Autumn Crocus, etc., has produced a first 
novel, a gentle, genteel story of English eccentrics, kindly Americans, and an artless, 
unworldly background that has no current feel. The story is told in diary form by Cassan- 
dra, middle child of novelist Mortmain. At the moment, the family is stale-mated,- the 
father refusing to write, the stepmother able to pose only once in a while, Rose, beauti- 
ful and despairing of meeting anyone eligible to marry, even their friend, the librarian, 
can offer no solution. Rose wishes on a dvelil - and two Americans, Simon and Neil, appear, 
lost en route to the property Simon has inherited. They are fascinated by the whole un- 
likely thing,- the old castle, the girls, the identity of Mortmain, whose one great novel 
Simon knew. Both girls determine that Simon shall be Rose's - and almost too late, with 
Rose in London shopping for her wedding, Cassandra realizes that it is Simon she loves, 
while Rose loves Neil. There's charm here - there's a gay, English spotting of humor that 
makes the romance and the slight story almost a natural for the Thirkell followers - for 
enthusiasts of the Jane Austen tradition. Literary Guild selection for November will give 
it the necessary impetus. And the crying need for clean and pleasant romance will find 
& measure of answer here.

MacLennan, Hugh Duell, Sloan & Pearce 
THE PRECIPICE $3.00 


Readers will like this book; critics will feel that it doesn't measure up to the 
promise of Two Solitudes, It is a story of marriage- a marriage that threatens to go on 
the rocks of the inelasticity of two personalities,- Lucy Cameron- Canadian and Scotch in 
tradition and upbringing; and Stephen Lassiter, an American engineer, as deeply in love 
with Lucy as his nature permits, but lacking the moral fibre that would meet Lucy's re- 
quirements. A whirlwind of courtship in a backwater, Victorian town in Ontario - a radiant 
blossoming of a woman, whose emotional life had been frozen by her home life - and then 
catastrophe, as Stephen faces disillusionment in his job (there's a bit of The Hucksters 
here), boredom in the very serenity of his home life - and seeks excitement and approval 
elsewhere, in New York during the hysterical days of the war. MacLennan would seem to 
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labor the point of the differences being rooted in nationalities; actually, his story, his 
characterizations, fail to bear out his contention. Upbringing, perhaps - but the assump- 
tion that Stephen's failures are wholly of the United States - while Lucy's strength is 
Canadian, will meet dissent this side the border! The picture of the little Canadian 
town has a certain wistful, nostalgic charm; the feverish glitter and superficiality of 
New York's smart set carries less conviction- but will capture the interest of some read- 
ers. The characters - particularly the American ones- seem types rather than fully 
realized people. But the story holds the interest.

FIRE IN THE HEART $3.00 


* The love story of Fanny Kemble seemed a far cry from Henrietta Buckmaster's 
Deep River and Let My People Go, unless one happens to know that Fanny Kemble's advocacy 
of the cause of abolition was the rock on which her marriage to Pierce Butler foundered. 
This is a fascinating book, its first half a lively portrait of the London of the stage 
which was the lifeblood of the Kembles and the Siddons; its second half, the account of 
Fanny Kemble and her father, Charles Kemble, and their triumphant pilgrimage to the 
fabulous America - a tour which ended in Fanny's marriage to the rich Philadelphian, 
Pierce Butler, slave owner, musician and lawyer. It was a love match=- and it took great 
depths of love to weather the storms of Philadelphia's disapproval, of the family's dis- 
taste for the marriage, of the successive and violent issues over slavery. But it was 
this, in its most distasteful byproduct, on which the marriage broke- and Fanny returned 
to England and the career of her choice, her passionate romance a closed book. 


Coates, Robert M. Harcourt, Brace 
WISTERIA COTTAGE $2.50 


With a modulation which does not impede its momentum, with dispassionate pre- 
cision, this pursues the emotional imbalance of a schizophrenic, his cumulative, criminal 
impulse to kill. Sustaining a facade of apparent normality, engaging if occasionally 
sullen, no one questioned. Richard Baurie - certainly not Mrs. Hackett, a widow he met by 
chance, nor her two daughters, Elinor and Louisa. Backgroundless, homeless, Richard moves 
in on the Hacketts, persuades them to take for the summer the house called Wisteria Cott- 
age, attaches himself to the three women who provoke in him varying responses. From the 
earlier, idyllic days, the tenor of their relationships change as the moments of small 
tension increase, Richard is stimulated by imaginary humiliations, sexual fantasies, and 
is driven to kill brutually, senselessly, mindlessly.....An at all times efficient, at 
ell times effective study of the intellectual, emotional mechanics of a disabled, dis- 
oriented personality....For the market interested in abnormal psychology, fictionized. 


Fisher, Vardis Vanguard 
THE DIVINE PASSION $3.50 

This is, I believe, the fifth of the novels recreating the beginnings of Man. 
Here Woman has been thrust from her exalted position,and exists only to serve Man. The 
tribes live and have their being at the behest of the Priest and the Prophet- even the 
richest and most powerful among them, Adom, yielded before Rabi, even, though reluctantly, 
before Yescha. Between those two there was rivalry of sorts. But chiefly, this is the 
story of the women, struggling each in her way to win some measure of power over her lord 
and master - or the one she coveted. And, too, there is the beginning of thought of ag- 
gressive war. A scout is sent to see what the rumored people to the south have that his 
tribe lacks. He comes back, exalted by his importance, and spins foundationless tales 
which lead Adom to believe that conquest is easy. And so he goes forth to his death, he 
and sixty of his men. And at home, the people wrangle over the supremacy of Priest or 
Prophet....The series spins thin; this, while better organized than some of the others, 
seems to labor long over material one can find in The Goldew Bough.

Light romance of the hospital genre, better than some, but not outstanding. 
Steve Lovett, surgery resident at the Springville Hospital, is engaged to wealthy and 
spoiled Leslie Townsend who wants him to take a job at her uncle's clinic. Steve becomes 
interested'in a new nurse, Julie Greenwood, arousing Leslie's jealousy which reaches a 
breaking point when he leaves a party for an emergency operation, and he is freed to con- 
centrate on Julie, whom he realizes he loves. Little hospital dramas, a side issue of a 
forest fire, for a more than twice told tale, competently enough handled.

Frankau, Gilbert Dutton 
MICHAEL'S WIFE $3.50 


A not particularly significant addition to Mr. Frankau's long list of novels, 
and one that in its very Britishness, will fail to qualify for the present vogue of novels 
dealing with mental disorders. This story concerns Michael Collyer, a British journalist 
invalided out of the army in 1942, and of the double process of first his wife's nervous 
breakdown, and then his own failure to meet the situation brought into foous by her re- 
covery. For with recovery, she decides they must have a child- and Michael, his impo- 
tency cured by the psychiatrist who had handled his wife's case, learns that he is sterile. 
He chooses to walk out of her life - and just as he realizes that it is God's will he 
should live, a bomb hits him. The handling of mental illness, of the relation between 
Michael and the wife he loves but could not help are competently done, but the story bogs 
down in introspection and overlong dialogue and unncessary complexity.

Engstrand, Stuart Creative Age 
BEYOND THE FOREST $3.00 


The Sling and the Arrow dealt with latent homosexuality in a clinical, effective 
way. Beyond the Forest algo concerns itself with a neurosis, a form of narcissism. Rosa 
Moline was a woman capable of loving no one but herself, a woman who hates the dvorld, a 
woman who is pathologically susceptible to flattery because it enhances her pride. Tor- 
mented by the small mill town in which she lives, repulsed by her weak, ineffectual hus- 
band, the town®’s only doctor, Rosa withdraws into a shadowed, hope-filled world which be- 
comes her only reality. In that world, she is the center, the queen. The intensity of 
her neurosis causes her to break out of this interior world occasionally, at which times 
she attempts to carry out her dream plans. She seduces Victor, a handsome, vacillating 
farm boy, because she finds his attentions flattering. She seduces Latimer, a wealthy 
lumberman, because he is a link with far-off, glamorous cities, and because, through him, 
she can hurt and perhaps escape her husband. The book ends on a thoroughly unhappy note.. 
Engstrand appears to be doing a bit of wallowing here and the result is a not too well 
written book that has trashy undertones and overtones. 


Kenyon, Theda : Messner 
SOMETHING GLEAMED $3.00 


A facet of the American Revolution, of which few know, is the story of the 
“Jackson Whites", dregs of London brothels, restive and trouble-making in besieged New York. 
Particularly is it the story of one girl, gently born, shanghaiied when she rushed off 
impulsively to bid farewell to Hal Nevins, brutally dismissed by her ambitious, arrogant, 
lovely elder sister, Chloe. Dorcas, failing to reach Nevins, is seized, thrust into the 
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hold with these wretched women- and weeks later, on landing, imprisioned in a stockade to 
be used by the men who frequented the place. A Hessian officer intercedes for her- and 

is then himself captured and held by the rebels. Nevins proves a broken reed. Klein, who 
had shanghaiied her, was a recurrent peril. There's lots of color and action in the phases 
of war that swept back and forth over the beleaguered’ city - changing loyalties- adven- 
ture and romance- almost to the point of surfeit. But, in retrospect, it emerges as an 
unusual segment of historical as well as romantic \interest.

Lee, Harry 
SIR AND BROTHER $3 ,00 

Inside and outside working of a labor union in full operation supplies a measure 
of interest as does also the character of the labor leader, but the story of his love af- 
fair with a married woman is frank stuff, patently dragged in for sales purposes and con- 
tributing in no way either to the depth of the story or the movement of the drama. The 
dedicated leader, the opposition, the Washington scenes, the trouble within the union as 
the plot moves forward, all of the paraphernalie are there. While the love affair smooch- 
es along, the affairs within the union march briskly and have a certain vitality and in- 
terest. The book, however, lacks a single point of tension, has little or no style to 
save it, and the characters leave the reader indifferent. Labor enthusiasts may read the 
book for their interest in the competent handling of that phase of the text, but it is 
doubtful whether the general public will pay the price of admission.

Continuing the story of Sidmey Cameron (begun in Gather Ye Rosebuds - 1946) when 
she leaves her Indiana home to become a secretary in Chicago, working for Mrs. Yenowine, 
head of the Women's League and an ardent, theoretical feminist (if not always such a 
practicing one). At her boarding house, Sidney collects a beau, Max, scandalizes her land- 
lady and other roomers by her job and her part in the suffragette activities; she becomes 
friends with an ex-prostitute, falls in love with eligible, but engaged, Tom, and manages 
to stare down all gossip until she is arrested and jailed when supporting a militant votes- 
for-women organizer. That and the pageant for the League, the loss of her job, bring a 
properly happy ending to her embryonic career. Pleasant 1911-1912 shenanigans among the 
ladies trying to emancipate their sex, this is gently amusing period stuff. 


‘Slade, Caroline Vanguard 
MRS. PARTY'S HOUSE $3.00 
Caroline Slade - in successive books- has presented in graphic human terms var- 
ious case histories out of the files of social work- but she has done it in such a way 
that only occasionally is the fact driven home. Mrs. Party's: House is an amazingly likable 
story of a nice little woman, trained for nothing that would support her and her invalid 
mother - and precipitated by circumstances into running a “house”. A very unusually 
respectable house, to be sure- way ahead of its time - and she occasionally preened her- 
self on her service to humanity. But chiefly she was busy helping people,- girls who 
were headed for utter depravity, girls who found in her the one sound core of life. 
Implicitly,the story is an attack on the hypocrisy of society; occasionally, it gets 
preachy. But in its fundamentals- in the story telling- it seems to me worth while. Not, 
perhaps, a book for the conservatives; the plain facts of life inside a whore house are 


@ not for juvenile consumption. But there's plenty here to make the reader ponder.

A serious, overall picture of adolescence between two wars that delineates an 
integrity able to withstand brutality and lawlessness, and, eventually, find safety. 
Through the life of Willy Halder, of Frankfurt, from 1917 to the eve of Hitler's seizure 
of power, are reflected the gradual loss of liberties, the physical deprivations as in- 
flation mounts until bankruptcy causes a complete crash, the deepening gashes in the 
social structure as political and military aims infiltrate through all classes, types 
and ages, and as the black market brings grim horror into their lives. Even in schooling, 
in the harmless Wandervogel, the perversion of the Youth Groups takes over; the progress- 
ive corrosion claims even the students’ organizations and splits those groups trying to 
preserve their honest opinions; - and Willy, because of his family's sincere disbelief 
in the Germany emerging from these influences, as an actor, works against what he knows 
is wrong.

Historical-medical-sociological romance of the post-Revolutionary years in 
plantation Georgia in which Dr. Tobias Kent signs an agreement with his benefactor, old 
Victor Darby, to run his lands for a trial period of two years, in a Company with Darby's 
son, Roy, his daughter, Nancy, and his overseer, Sam. Kent's return to Savannah is the 
signal for opposition, on the part of the Tories who resent the profit-sharing scheme, 
of old Dr. Bristol, who hates Kent's medical superiority, of Nancy, who rebels against 
her father's expressed wishes. The contest never slackens although Kent saves the life 
of Dr. Bristol's daughter, proves Nancy's engagement is all wrong, operates to save her 
life, and runs the Darby estates profitably and well. His suspicions of Nancy's sabot- 
aging the Company, his attempts to evade the pursuit of Roy's wife, the problems of sav- 
ing Sangaree's exports from piracy, - these are climaxed with the advent of bubonic 
plague which necessitates stringent measures on Kent's part and the destruction of his 
implacable enemy, Dr. Bristol.

A fairly artless jog trot through the lives of the Downer family in 1896, in 
California. Lucinda leaves her husband, a self appointed preacher, fanatical in his 
faith, and returns to her parents, Lige and Ellen, for comfort and assurance, gets a job 
as pianist and assistant in a small resort not too far away, sends her daughter Mitty to 
her sister-in-law's, and leaves her son with his grandparents. Lucinda’ s sister Kate 
finds a husband with nine children, her other sister Rosemary finally makes up her mind 
about marrying her faithful beau, and lucinda herself has a fairly emotional time over 
the blacksmith, Jack Hartfield. But with Rosemary's wedding, a fire at the Downer home, 
and the climax of a sulky race, Lucinda, her children and her new husband are reunited 
for a future together.

For she tells her family, who, after the first 
shock, accept the fact, do not force her to marry the boy who is the father, and face the 
town gossip and censure calmly. Her father's conscience is appeased when he has the baby 
baptized; Lorraine refuses to take the easy way out and live with an aunt in Chicago; her 
older adopted sister and younger brother and mother delight in the baby.

Termed by the authors “an historical reconstruction", this is a half-factual, 
half-fictional tribute to Caesar and Cleopatra, covering the time span between Caesar's 
occupation of Egypt and his death. The book's uniqueness lies in its structure:- a 
series of letters written by Cleopatra to Caesar while he is battling for world dominat- 
ion - connected by historical notes and explanations. Cleopatra's character emerges with 
her child-like mysticism, her capacity for love, her intellect, her wit, her cunning. 
Caesar stays in the background, a firm conqueror, recipient of the letters. This is the 
drama of two world conquerors, who conflict in idea and action, but who love with despera- 
tion...The language is strained and archaic; the value will be chiefly academic.

4 thrown on an epoch. The selections chosen for these two volumes include letters to 

4 Lincoln, and some copies of his replies, drafts of speeches, official memoranda and 
orders, memoranda, covering the years of his public life up to July 1861, and the ac- 

4 knowledgment of the existence of a state of war. Selection has been made from some 
38,000 entries, chosen as most lively, moving, generally interesting to the public.... 
The accepted universality of interest in Lincolniana, and the cumulative curiosity about 
these famous papers will enhance its marketability, but, in the main, the value lies in 
it as source material for students of the man and the period, rather than for the gen-

A Western Union is possible; criticism 
against it not valid when related to a free trading area, coordinated full employment, 
regional defense, establishment of regular organs of consultation. She analyzes, too, 
America's role - going back to the painful readjustment of her isolationism, the accept- 
ance of the Marshall Plan as a positive project in distinction to the negativism of the 
Truman Doctrine.

She frankly faces Bri- 
tain's dilemma, charging the necessity of rising to the opportunity, the responsibility 
of leadership, the inevitability of each nation sacrificing something of sovereignty for 
the cause of survival. She points out some of the difficulties already encountered in 
leveling trade barriers, in fluctuating currencies, and she warns that American public 
opinion must be educated to the meaning of the dollar shortage- and its cure. While her 
emphasis is on economic union, she goes briefly into political aspects - and the need for 
vision - with complete assurance that it oan be achived....A heartening and challenging 
book, which I hope will be widely read, widely discussed. It needs your aid.

Thie book will interest Meredithians, but is unlikely to create a vogue for a 
writer who seems to hold small appeal today. This is the first volumes on the subject to 
appear in some twenty years, but despite evidence of considerable research and long 
study it presents little new in its material or point of view. Sassoon combines, in 
fair proportions, biography, literary criticism, anecdote, and evaluation of Meredith's 
work and its place in the history of literature, and the man seen through work and life. 
Copious quotations and contemporary comment (often surprisingly enough without identifi- 
cation) are used, although there seem to be some glaring omissions ,-e.g. Hammerton and 
Priestly, whose biography is generally conceded the best. The style is pleasant, though 
at times a bit Victorian, often discursive, and too personal to convey objectivity. The 
author is most successful in the evaluation of the poems, while the novels are superfi- 
cially handled. Some background of Meredith and his work is essential to enjoyment of 
this biography.

A tremendous enterprise, this complete, critical, biographical and historical 
record of American writers and American literature. What the Cambridge History of Amer- 
ican Literature has meant for past decades, this new undertaking should do for the 20th 
century, in establishing its own criteria of literary judgment. The work is a collabora- 
tion of historians and critics, under the direction of seven editors, and with 48 con- 
tributors, who have all worked jointly with the editors on the overall plan, approach and 
interrelation of material. Authorship is given in a specific place, but the chapters 
themselves stand without by-lines. In the editorial foreword the fresh approach to the 
debt owed Europe is emphasized, with further stress on the factors characteristic of our 
literature from its beginnings. Throughout its history, American literature is viewed 
in terms of its sources, reinterpreted in the mobility, the progressive viewpoint of the 
men who created a national culture, as the waves from the old world changed form and 
nature and direction in the new, and logical patterns developed. An important work for 
every public and college library....No attempt has been made to cover the actual text of “ 
this mammoth work, but a look at the list of contributors is sufficient evidence of its 4 
worth, representing as it does all facets of the best of the American world of criticism.

This for the people who are fascinated with words, their sources, derivations, 
history, the odd bits of etymological lore and so on. For one who cut her eye teeth on 
Trench Un Words, and has avidly absorbed anything of the kind that come her way in the 
years since, any book of this kind is better than cryptograms or crossword puzzles. But 
this particular volume is highly specialized, and limited in appeal. There is no attempt 
to develop a particular thesis. It is just a collection of oddities- belonging to the 
hybrid language that calls itself English; it is an exploration of the international high- 
ways and byways along which our words reached us and arrived at their meanings; it is an 
exploration into some of the mistakes in pronunciation, the corruption of foreign phrases, 
wrong combinations, wrong divisions- the accidents that brought us such words as mongoose, 
demijohn, salt cellar.

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enslaved. This is a fair and wholesome study of the question. There is little or no 
moral attitudinizing; "he facts speak for themselves. The heroic part played by the Negro 
during the recent war, his contribution of 14 million citizens to a democracy in which he 
can live but not play his full part - this is discussed dispassionately. The value of 
the book lies in its adherence to testimony that is authentic history, and the logic of 
the argument - that the idea of “Negro” is a frame of mind. His material is dramatically 
chosen, full of interest, and provides a scratching of history's surface for fresh and 
fascinating light on the race question, with gratifying results.

It 
is impossible in a brief report to analyze the main ideas in a book as comprehensive as 
this purports to he- even if those ideas were, as the author indicates, intended for that 
larger public (which we doubt.
